HURT AS ENGINE - 


Eight switchmien were injured, two 
of them seriously, in a collision last 
night between a locomotive and a motor 
speeder on which they were riding. 

The- accident occurred in the huge 
freight yard at Clearing. Freight cars 
which have been backed up one side 
of a hill are allowed to slide down the 
other by gravity. By a contro] operat- 
ed from the top of the hill they are 
switched, into one or another of a fan 
of tracks below. A switchman rides 
each of the cars’ downhill to break its 
speed at the proper point. The work- 
men then gide uphill on the motor 
speeder to repeat the process. 

The collision took place at the foot 
of the hill. The engine was coming 
down, and the speeder was ciimbing. 
Most of the men saw their peril, and 
jumped in time to avoid the worst of 
the crash. The more seriously injured 
were H. C. Heffran, 55 West 63d street, 
and J. H. Stott of 6211 South Halsted 
street.

_ form of a resolution introduced by 


James E. Dohney, secretary of the 
International Union of Steam and 
Operating engineers, after the meeting 
had listened to all phases of the smoke 


abatement campaign from city officials 


and John Howatt, chief engineer of 
the board of education. The meeting 
was called by John E. Byrnes, business 
manager of the board. 

Mr. Howatt told the engineers they 
would have to gos\into the boiler rooms 
and instruct the firemen that unless 
amoke was discontinued they would 
be suspended at schools were violations 
were observed. 

Only 7 Per Cent Viclators. 

“The purpose of this meeting,” he 
gaid, “is to impress upon you the ne- 
cesasity of getting behind the move- 
ment to clear atmospheric conditions 


 @nd to have you take a personal in- 


terest in smoke violations in your 
achools.” 

Mr. Howatt explained that while 
only 7 per cent of the system’s 300 
buildings had been violators, smoke 
from school buildings was a greater 
muisance than other violators, as the 
echools in most cases are located in 
residential districts. 

Frank A. Chambers, chief smoke in- 
spector for the city, told the meeting 
that in: the opinion of a group of 
prominent physicians the smoke evil 
was one of the worst detriments to 
the health of the peopla. 

Plead for Civic Pride. 


Howard A. Evans of the city smoke 
abatement committee appointed by 
Mayor Dever asked the engineers to 
take civic pride in keeping the at- 
mosphere clear. 

By their resolution the engineers as- 
sumed the responsibility of the health 
of 400,000 pupils and teachers in the 
schools and declared that everything 
providing for their health and com- 
fort refiects credit and appreciation 
upon the engineers’ organization.

With 8,000 wildly cheering specta- 
tors massed around the track, Nurmi 
ran a splendid race, but failed to 
smash the two mile indoor mark 
which Joie Ray made only a gear ago. 
It was a truly great performance 
Nurmi turnéd in, his time being 
9:16 1-5. 

Narmi Lacks Drive. 


To be sure, this was nearly eight 
seconds slower than Joie Ray's two 
mile mark of 9:082-5, but tonight 
Nurmi was running on a quickly im- 
provised twelve lap track, whereas the 
Illinois flyer’s mark was made on an 
eight lap track.

Facts for Breeders. 

In making comparisons of what the 
various breeds at different ages bring, 
Mr. Stewart brings out some valuable 


‘\facts to the breeder who is puzzied 


in deciding which way to go. He says 
beef and dairy calves 2 months old 
weighing from 100 to 120 pounds, the 
size of vealers ordinarily handled on 
the central markets, usually sell at 
about the same price. 

Both beef and dairy breeds of vealers 
were recently selling at about $11 a 
head. 

There are two outlets for the dairy 
calf. If it is not used as a vealer it is 
used either for breeding or dairy pur- 
poses. Dairy calves do not respond 
well to feeding, according to Mr. Stew- 
art. The feeder gets growth but not 
flesh in feeding them. 

Mr. Stewart's figures show that ifa 
beef and a dairy calf were put in the 
same lot and fed until a year old the 
beef calf would bring about $25 more 
than the dairy calf. 

Using recent quotations, he says a 
dairy calf fed until it is a yearling, 
weighing about 700 pounds, brought 
from 8% to 9 cents a pound, or a 
total of $59.50@63, while the beef calf, 
fed in the same lot, would weigh 
about 800 pounds and sold for 10%@11 
cents a pound, or a total of $84@88.

- Hurope from her Paris office, who is 
*in addition to her journalistic ability 
‘and keen business sense a charming 
_4nd gracious person, told me that 
* three times when she had to attend 
* business conventions in France the 
quarters assigned to her and other 
- business women were those reserved 
‘for domestic servants. Fortunately 
“this young woman a sense 
of humor, but she could not help com- 
menting on the national point of view 
which would so class the women of 
her kind. 

I am told that a new club, the 
Soroptimist club, the only organiza- 
tion of F business ‘women, has 
taken up the subject of the social 
stigma attached to the woman in pub- 
lic life, and proposes to do something 
about it. The club is affiliated with 
‘sister organizations in the ‘United 
States and London, ané@ operates some- 
what as does the Rotary club. 

There is also an attempt on the part 
of the younger Frenchwomen of good 
family to gain more of the freedom 
which they envy in their American 
igisters. The wer removed some re- 
strictions and, in many cases, actual 
need has forced the daughters of 
Trance into secretarial positions. The 
government offices have many such 
workers. But the steps taken by these 
‘girls along the paths so gayly followed 
by Amiericans are timid, indeed. 


Old Ways Hold. 


The other day I lunched with a 
eharming French girl of the better 


woman in France is said to be discour- 
aging. This seems to be particularty 
true of the women lawyers who at- 
tempt to practice in the courts. 

“We have no objection to - their 
studying law if they wish to,” said a 
rather brilliant young Frenchman, an 
ornament of the Palais de Justice. 
“Women lawyers are all right in of- 
fices, but they really should not appear 
in court. There is too much that is 
disagreeable and unfit for women's 
ears in some of the cross-examina- 
tions,” and he paused delicately as if 
he were afraid of offending my deli- 
cacy in treading thus far. “ That sort 
of thing does coarsen a woman in 
time,” he continued, “and we French- 
men worship her so greatly that we do 
not like to see her made aware of the 
rougher side of life. Yes, we have 
women lawyers, far too many of them, 
in my opinion, for the good of the 
state.” 

In commenting oh the fact that 
France has not yet enfranchised her 
women, Premier Herriot declares it is 
because women do not want the vote. 
In a book called “ Créer,” published by 
him prior to his election, Herriot 
writes : 

“It may well be a source of aston- 
ishment that democratic France has 
mot yet envisaged such an important 
question. To be frank, we admit t& 
ig necessary 40 draw a difference bo 
tween the French woman and the Slav- 
ic or Anglo-Saxon. The French woman 
has been a victim of the regard which 
has been shown her. It is true that 
in general she does not in the least 
demand political rights. If one may 
speak generally on such a subfect, it 
seems that as a rule she prefers gn 
enlightened protection to independence. 
There might be some imprudence in 
throwing her into the midst of the 
violence of our political fights. But, in 
spite of the arguments of professionals 
in the sport of. politics, we beileve that 
the country would have mach to gain

The suffragists sexy Herriot has not 
yet made up his mind as to whether 
he will stand for full suffrage or for 
municipal suffrage only, and has prob 
ably not gtven much thought to the 
question.

It will look well to make the collar 
and vest of a contrasting color, and 
material, too, perhaps. And if short 
sleeves are made, they might be fin- 
ished with turned back cuffs of the 
contrasting material. 

The narrow sash is of thé dress ma- 
terial, and would be pretty if lined 
with the contrasting color. Of course, 
the collar must be lined, preferably 
with the same material. Seam both 
upper and under parts in the middie 
back, and press the seams open. Then 
lay the two right sides together, baste 
carefully, and stitch on the machine. 
If the material fulls at all in the ma- 
chine, it will be best to do the work 
by hand, using a fine running stitch. 
Then turn right side out, baste all 
around near the seamed edge, keeping 
the seam exactly at the edge, ana 
press. Baste together near the raw 
edges, and then basté to the neck of 
the dress. The collar should be pinned 
on first, pinning first in the middle 
of the back, and from there along the 
entire length. Cyt a true bias facing 
about 1 or 1% inches wide, and baste

To one who knows food worths com- 
paratively well, and realizes the need 
that every human being has of know- 
ing them in order to keep thoroughly 
fit for living and enjoying living to the 
utmost, the waste cf fat foods through 
just throwing them away, instead of 
finding nice ways to use them to make 
inadequate diets adequate, is actually 
horrifying. 


Fat Waste Deplorable. 

Here they are, the foods which yield 
by far the greatest returns of energy, 
weight for weight, of any of the food 
substances, and yet the fat on the slice 
of ham in the sandwich, the fat border 
to a slice of roast beef, the fat on the 
chop—all these and many more—are 
rejected. The fat waste from pork 
alone is colossal, while actual experi- 
ment by one brought up in the days 
when it was thought ungenteel to eat 
fat showed that a cake of sausage, 
home made and containing as much 
fat as lean, by weight, when seasoned 
rather highly was as agreeable as needs 
be. 


By artifice we can do for pork what 
nature did for the fine beef. It te but 
little work to make sausage at home, 
and it is possible to buy fresh ham 
trimmings from the best butcheis to 
put with loin or what other lean pork 
is chosen. Sausage has a worth as a 
winter viand that i» uot commonly 
mentioned, this being digestive in 
character. 


The man or woman who will set out 
thoughtfully and resolutely to eat fat 
foods during cold weather will surely 
get his reward. They “stick to the 
ribs.” They ure called “ protein spar- 
ers,” therefore he can get on with less 
lean meat than he may be inclined to 
eat and be the better for this sort of 
abstinence. Let a man with such a 
Worthy ambition keep real books on the 
Subject. The first entries may be of 
butter and cream consumed. Almost 
anybody can eat these without half 
trying, as there are no end of ways of 
making them agreeable. 


So true is this that an eater may 
fee] himself mistreated if he does not 
get them. We could wish that he 
would feel equally wronged if he did 
not get a fair share of each and all of 
the edible fats, though if he will eat 
salads, as well as butter and cream 
and what other fats he gets accidenta)- 
ly, as in eating high class beef, he may 
get al! the fats he needs in the ways 
most highly agreeable to him. But if 
he is really keeping an account with 
a view to ascertaining his profits. and 
preventing waste, he will see that he 
gets “all that is coming to him” in a 
ae See Sree Sings Re stye ie 
money for. 

Making It Palatablie. 

Along comes the intelligent cook 
end puts the marrow on the toast or 
on a vegetable instead of boiling it out 
into what may be wasted cake of fat 
on the top of the coolea soup stock. 
She uses «ych fats for vegetable hashes 
and gravies, adding only a little putter 
for seasommmg them. She can put a 
0d deal of fat into gravies and savces, 
and she can use gravies and sauces 
over vegetables, thus raising common 
rutabaga te a near meat dish ir its 
gatisfactoriness. She thickens soups 
in one way and anpather so that they 
contaza much fat. and yet 1 will not 
show. We kngw the hungry Belgians 
during the war looked always to 
see how deep the fat was on top of their 
bowl of soup, knowing that the deeper 
it was the better fed they would fee! 
after eating it. To add many vege 
tables and even some fruit seasonings 


to the water in which ham or bacon 
is boiled is to get a palatable (fat if 
the meat was immaculate. There is 
nothing that will make a fat food ob- 
jectionable, from butter on through the 
list, like dirt. 

Fats combined with flour in breads, 
cakes, and piecrusts are not as serv- 
iceable as they are in the ways just 
mentioned, but the thoughtful eater 
in keeping a reckoning, and he may do 
it automatically after a while. wl] re 
member about them. 

Doubling the Calories. 


The cheeses mostly contain fat and 
some fat, usually butter, may be used 
in cooking them, but in genera] they 
may be reckoned with butter and 
cream as foods that an eater will take 
without coaxing. 

In cooking both meat and fish, strips 
of salt pork or bacon used in a sophis- 
licated way may double the calories 
of what is cooked, and may increase 
the agreeableness no’ end, but it re 
quires more or less of art to get nice 
effects, and a good deal to get superior 
effects. A great dea! of butter may be 
brushed over fish tn preparing 1 for 
the broiler, and the same is tre con 
cerning such tidbits as broiled chi-ken 
livers, but the food worth of this butter 
may be almost destroyed or quite. if 
it is blackened. 


Avoiding Grease. 


If the members of a family which 
does not make good use of its fats 
are to be trained into good ways, fat 
wise, great pains both in the cooking 
and the keeping of foods must be 
taken. Butter, some warranted as 
fine, may become greasy in a short 
time and so almost hateful. Slices 
of bacon do not keep well but become 
greasy and darken, and are then too 


little palatable when cooked to be 
worth while as food. The best pork 
fat is not greasy but has a delicate 
white color and a good odor. There 
is no need for lard to have the odor 
it generally has, or one that is really 
unpalatable, since we determine what 
is palatable as surely by our noses as 
by our tongues in nine cases out of 
ten. 
Getting the Fat in Device. 

It is easy to get a great deal of fat 
into meat hashes made of raw meats, 
and in meat sauces of cut up meat, 
because the small bits of fat get so 
much seasoned that no one notices 


them, or separates them from the lean 
This can be done in making chop 
suey, and I do it in making my favor- 
ite meat sauce for macaroni, a sort 
of stew gravy. A little extra suet can 
be added and all the fat rim of a 
round steak—or stewing beef may be 
used—for the foundation of this dish. 
Cut lean and fat into small bits, mix 
with them two or three level table- 
spoons of flour, so that each piece is 
well covered. Put into frying pan in 
which there are two tablespoons of hot 
fat, cook gently for fifteen minutes 
and turn. Add one onion cut fine and 
one-half cup of celery cut exceedingly 
fine and some green pepper cut the 
fame way, if you like it. Stir and cook 
these slightly, add one cup or more of 
water, according to need, and salt to 
taste, stir constantly until the liquid 
thickens, then simmer for one hour. 
Curry can be added to make this some- 
thing to serve with rice. A bit of cay- 
enne pepper may give it what some 
eaters want. Some mushrooms may be 
added at the last for elegance.

At the end of the living room is a 
stairway—an arrangement which is 
becoming popular. A few steps up its 
the landing, off of which opens a con- 
venient coat closet. Access from the 
kitchen or service entry to the stair- 
way is through a closet at the end of 
the room nearest the stair: 

The dining room, which is almost 
square, being 14.6x14 feet, has wide 
casement windows on two sides and 
a long French window on a third side 
opening on to the porch, and is so un- 
usually light and airy.

A Theme of Knightly Character. 


After a lapse of years’ silence for the “ Fantastic Varia- 
tions on a Theme of Knightly Character,” as Strauss calls his 
work, the chief recollection is of the second variation, that of 
the knight’s battle with the sheep and the way that the 
brass section bleats during the charge. But orchestra and 
ballet finally join in presenting an fdentical episode, in the 
tenth wariation of the one and the final scene of the other. 
Here Skelton’s words are again the vivid of all. Con- 
quered, beaten down, helpless, the don is thus addressed by 
the Knight of the White Moon: 

“* You are vanquished, knight, and a dead man if you con- 
fess not according to the conditions of our combat.’ Don 
Quixote, all bruised and amazed, without heaving up his visor, 
as if he had spoken out of a tomb, said, ‘ Dulcinea del Toboso 
is the fairest woman in the world, and I the unfortunatest 
knight on earth; and it is not fit that my weakness defraud 
this trust; thrust your lance into me, knight, and kill me, 
since you have bereaved me of my honor.’ ‘ Not so, truly,’ 
quoth he of the White Moon, ‘let the fame of my Lady Dul- 
cinea’s beauty live in her entireness; I am only contented 
that the grand Don Quixote retire home for a year, or till 
such time as I please, as we agreed, before we began the 
battle.’” 

In whichever way it is presented, “ Don Quixote” takes 
an important place on the program, all of it with the excep 
tion of divertissements in the ballet version.

Dremn Critics Hard at Work. 

This Golden contest was the first of the kind. It swept 
the country and dragged in something like 300 reviewers as 
play readers. It was the producer’s idea to bring as many 
American plays as possible to the attention of persons with 
some practical knowledge of theater. And the drama critics, 
giving written columns about the poor quality of stage offer- 
ings, were in no position reasonably to refuse to help better 
the output. 

There were, according to the figures of those having the 
mechanics of the contest in charge, approximately 2,500 
manuscripts submitted. These 2,500 were read by the 300 
newspapermen, each of whom was to select the most promis 
ing of the scripts sent in to him. Less than 100 found plays 


,they considered worth submitting’to a second committee. 


Thirty reported they had read many plays, but none was 
worth the cost of forwarding. Among these was Heywood 
Broun of the New York World. Opposed to Broun are two 
editors of the Philadelphia Record. Both acted on the com- 
mittee of judges, and each found a play he thought good 
enough to resubmit. 

Bliss Isely of the Wichita, Kas., Beacon reports the re 
celpt of 110 manuscripts. Which speaks well for the employ- 
ment of the long winter evenings in Kansas. Ralph Jones 
of the Atlanta Constitution took in fifty. Percy Hammond 
of the New York Herald-Tribune is still wading through 
140, having been granted an extra fortnight’s time in which 
to look them over. 

Ninety-six scripts were sent to the Los Angeles Illus- 
trated News, most of them, I suspect, from Hollywood. Carle- 
ton Miles, a good judge of plays at the edge of the northwest,

“ Distance” will shift its boundaries 
farther and farther on, as the power of 
the broadcasters goes up, ind it may 
be that before the year 1925 is half 
through the calendar, the logger of a 
50@ watt station 3,000 miles away will 
be able to command more attention in 
a group of radio owners than the man 
who can show detailed: reception of 
3,000 watt stations thrice as far. 


Always Seek Verification. 


Moreover, when the call letters are 


doubtful or when the distance is in; 


question the mystified member of the 
radio audience who has listened in is 
' never going to get back tnto‘a peaceful 
state of mind until he hag these details. 
If call letters and city escape him, he 
is going to grab at any straw in that 
program and hurl a letter forth in the 
hope that it will bring to him the cov- 
eted details of that far broadcaster. 

And herein is a litite moral that will 
do no harm for broadcast announcers, 
_ British as well as American, Canadian 
as well as Mexican, to learn by heart: 
clear enunciation of call letters, re 
peated if need be, and location means 
everything to the far listener. 

Very few announcers are adept in 
this respect, but the few who do “ get 
over” well always. Whoever failed .to 
get KFI? 

KFKX [Bill Hay’s consistent clarity, 
rolled along in pure Scotch, never 
scores a miss], KGW, KGO, WSB, or 
WMC, failed also to get anything on 
the preceding number of the program. 
Those call letters always get over; the 
cities, too. 

Kay an Example. 

Lamdin Kay, by his sing-song, has 
made “ At-a-lan-ta, Gawga,” understood 
in myriad receiving stations where 
the numbers probably had a distinct 
musical relation to a carpet sweeper 
with worn brushes. Others have done 
ihe same thing. WOAW, with its “ The 
city surrounded by the United States.”

Measurements were made by Dr. L. 
W. Austin, chairman of the committee 
on radio wave transmission phenom- 
ena. In measurements on the strength 
of signals from European stations a 
drop was found just after the time 
of sunset in Europe. 

Dr. Austin stated that he could not 
explain this variation in intensity of 
signal from the Pacific codst and trans

his committee would continue scien-

Philadelphia, Jan. 31.—For the first 
time in radio history American broad- 
casting stations are heard in Europe 
in daytime.

His jaw was 
broken and two teeth were knocked 
out, while his face, especially about 
the eyes, was much battered and 
bruised. Yet he has already left the 
hospital and returned to his home, at 
229 Lake Shore drive, and has from 
the beginning exhibited much pluck 
and spirit, in spite of the seriousness 
of the accident.

Praise the Institute. 

A party of Cambridge notables, who 
were the guests of Mrs. Waller Bor- 
den a few weeks ago, “were much 
struck with the scope and manage 
ment of our Art institute. The fact 
that it is largely supported by the an- 
nual. dues of a membership of some 
14,000 struck them as amazing. 
Neither the Boston Art museum nor 
the New York Metropolitan museum 
is maintained in such a civic fashion. 
Then the nature and variety of our ex- 
hibits struck them as being unusual 
and interesting. It is true we have 
embarked on many a side line of art 
that is not in the scope of other sim- 
ilar museums. 

If you have not visited the new sec- 
tion of the institute which bears the 
name of its great president, the late 
Charles L. Hutchinson and is called 
the Hutchinson wing, you should do 
so promptly. It is most illuminating 
and full of valuable suggestions. In it 
is housed the valuable auxiliary of the 
institute, the Antiquarian society, an 
association of women whose mission it 
is to entich the institute with rare 
tapestries, embroideries, old _ silver, 
furniture, laces, fabrics of all kinds 
and many other treasures that were 
not particularly in line with the paint- 
ings and sculpture which were orig- 
inally the main concern of the muse 
um. Other departments have been 
added to the museum since the Anti- 
quarians became an ally, departments 
wh:ich might never have been assem- 
bled had it not been for the Antiquart- 
ans. These include furniture, old por- 
celain and glass, and other adornments 
incidental to equipping a house, 

In the Hutchinson wing are several 
charming rooms illustrating different 
periods in adornment and furnishing. 
The designing and equipping of houses 
illustrates the history of the human 
race as distinctly as any parchment or 
written record. From the times whén 
our ancestors stopped hanging by their 
tails from the trees and began to make 
shelters for themselves, we have grad- 
ually been telling our story by houses, 
pottery, chairs, tables, beds, and other 
furniture. — 

The bow legs of the chairs in the 


time of Louis XV. spoke the language 
of that luxury loving, licentious mon- 
érch as distinctly as any historian. 
The straight legs of the chairs and 
tables of the time of Louis XVI. tell 
wordlessly of the change in social rule 
from that of his notorious ancestor to 
the gentle, quiet, entirely virtuous 
king. In the same way the social life 
of England is told in the gradually 
changing forms and shapes of the fur- 
niture used by householders. The 
florid Jacobean beds, chairs, couches, 
and tables gradually gave way to the 
severe and classic lines of the Shera- 
ton and Adam period. 

Illustrations of all these things can 
be found in the Art institute and are 
well worth a study, especially in a 
town so definitely in the process of 
creating homes and domestic interiors 
as Chicago is today. . 

Enlightenmeat will in time prevent 
those who are evolving new and at- 
tractive interiors, from so mixing their 
furniture as to make a chaotic effect 
when with the same attention and 
money they could produce the delight- 
ful harmony which is achieved in a 
room consistently of the French or 
Queen Anne or colonial periods. To 
put/together colonial and Italian chairs 
and tables is like setting ice cream 
on a bed of French salad. It creates 
a mental or esthetic indigestion which 
makes the head ache merely to con- 
template.

Mine of Treasnres. 

That Hutchinson wing is as orig- 
inal as anything we have done in Chi- 
cago. In the first place, it is almost 
subterranean, thanks to the late 
Montgomery Ward's industrious 
guardianship of the lake front and 
Grant park. This guardianship en- 
abled a law to pass forever prohibiting 
any further building on that stretch of 
land which should in any way inter- 
fere with the view of the lake from 
Michigan avenue. The wing includes 
the charming rooms of the Antiquari- 
ans and also various gift rooms, each 
of which is an example of some form 
of artistic and period furnishing and 
decoration. 

Among the givers of these rooms are 
Mrs. Henry Dangler, Mrs. Waller Bor- 
den, the William G. Hibbard family 
and Miss Kate Buckingham. In these 
charming enclosures are illustrated 
French Italian, Georgian, Queen Anne 
and Gothic periods, including the dif- 
ferent styles of woodwork and wall 
treatment of those periods.

After experimental telepathy was 
fairly established, a spontaneous va 
riety, such as had long been suspected 
and was the basis for innumerable 
stories, in history as weli as in fiction, 
was examined and brought to book. 
This spontaneous kind of telepathy— 
analogous to spontaneous radioactivity 
ps cuptrasted with the experimental ex- 
citation of X-raye—is held responsibie 
for many apparitions or hallucinations 
or phantoms, whether of the living or 
of the dead, especially the appearance 
of persons then being subjected to a 
strong emotion, or some calamity or 
accihdent, or in imminent prospect of 
death. The difference between this 
and the experimental form of thought 
transference is that, whereas in an ex- 
periment the conscious attention and 
will power of the agent is riveted on 
achievement of the result—though it 
has hardly been proved that conscious 


effort is really effective—in the spon- 
taneous ciass it is the unconscious 
mind which must be assumed to be op- 
erative, for the impression is trans- 


‘ mitted without conscious intention and 


without knowledge of the supposed 
agent that it has been done. 

Thus, let one whom we may tenta- 
tively and hypothetically regard as the 
agent be suffering shipwreck, or be in 
danger from fire; his mental constitu- 
tion may be supposed so upheaved that 
any latent power of telepathic cor sym- 
pathetic communication is evoked, and 
translates itself into an impression in 
the mind of some distant relative or 
friend, with sach vividness that the cir- 
cumstances‘of the person in danger are 


‘presented to the friend’s imagination 


as if they had veritably been conveyed 
through thie sense of sight or of hear- 
ing. A phantom in dripping clothes, or 
a voice in tones of distress, are as it 
were “geen” or “heard” by the one 
whom we may regard as the percipi- 
ent; not with the bodily eyes or ears, 
but with the mind: though the mental 
impression may readily be interpreted 
as an objective reality, not as‘of a per- 
son at a distance but as of a person 
close by, so as to be accepted as with- 
in reasonable reach of the organs of 
pense, 

As when a bey killed by a crash 
from the air is both seen and heard, 
almost immediately afterwards, by an 
other officer sitting in the camp, and 
hailed and spoken to; surprise being ex- 
pressed that his long journey was 60 
£00n over. The figure, which exhibited 
identifying detalis of costume, responds 
and goes out. In the evening the of- 
ficer learns that this same youth, 
whom he knew intimately, had been 
killed by an accident on the way to his 
destination, at just about the time of 
his appearance. A much fuller ac- 
count of this occurrence is in the 
Journal of the S. P. R. for June, 1919. 
But really instances of this kind are 
innumerable, and are often narrated 
in biographies.

Few families are without some such 
story in their archives; and ail difficul- 


ties about the physical appearance of ; 


any rea] phantom, the dripping clothes 
for instance, the accompanying horse, 
or any wild scene generally—which 
cannot be thought of as an objective 
present reality, even if the phantom 
itgelf could so be regarded—all difficul- 
ties of this kind vanish or are reduced 
to insignificance when once it is real- 
ized that the whole impression is a 
mental ohe, and that the surprised per- 
cipient has automatically constructed 
not only the phantom itself, but a num- 
ber of accessory features too, as mental 
imagery appropriate to and aroused by 
the purely mental shock or stimulus 
which, through his unsuspected re 
ceptive power, he has been privileged 
to receive. 

Such cases are far too numerous for 
chance coincidences to explain—a fact 
which a most carefully conducted 
and hypercritical census of Inquiry has 
established. The sensible thing for 
those who are out for unprejudiced 
truth is to accept the demonstrated 
fact and see if they can devise some 
line of explanation better than the 
telepathic one. For because telepathy 
of some kind fs a plausible explana- 
tion, it does not follow that it is the 
true one in every case. Our aim is not 
to rest satisfied with what may super- 
ficially seem probable, but to ascertain 
what is true. 

As an example of a phantaam of the 
living, we may take the case of a 
mother with a sailor son at work in 
the Pagific. She dreams or has a 
vision of him standing by her bedside 
in dripping clothes, accepts the omen, 
and subsequently mourns him as dead 
Six months ‘ater he turns up alive 
and well, but, gradually, in response 
to inquiries, admits that he had run 
the risk of %2ing drowned, for he had
